WASHINGTON, March 15.— 
Robert W. Stewart, chairman of 
the board of the Standard Oil 0. 
o* Indiana, pleaded not guilty to- 
day to charges of violating the law 
in refusing to answer questions 
asked by the Senate Teapo@ Dome 
Committee. . 

The oil man was arraigned in 
the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court’and his counsel asked for 20 
days in which the defense might 
determine the method by which it 
will attack the indictment. Chief 
Justice McCoy granted the request 
and continued Stewart's bond of 
35000. 

Less than five minutes were re- 
aquired for thé arraignment and 
Stewart hurried away’ from the 
court&ouse in company with his 
counsel, Jesse C. Adkins and Frank 
Nesbit of Washington, and Albert 
L. Hopkins of Chicago. 

A I*ederal grand jury indicted 
Stewart March 2 under section 102 
of the revised criminal statutes 
which makes its a misdemeanor 
for a witness regularly subpenaed 
by a Senate committee to refuse 
to answer questions pertinent to 
the subject under investigation. 
The penalty is imprisonment in the 
common jail for not less than one 
month nor more than 12 months 
and a fine of not less than $100 
nor more than $1000. The offense 
charged does not involve céntempt 
of the Senate. 

Stewart was indicted after he 
had refused to reply to questions 
of the oil committee regarding 
whether he had discussed the bonds 
of the Continental Trading Co. 
with Harry F, Sinclair. He was 
arrested by the Senate Sergeant-at- 
Arms, but obtained his liberty on a 
writ of habeas corpus still pend- 
ing.

DRY BILL NOT TO BE PUSHED 
IN NEW YORK ASSEMBLY 


Sponsor, a Republican, Declines to 
Confront Smith With Prob- 
lem on Eve of Convention.

ALBANY, N. Y., March 15.— 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith has learned 
that the Legislature will not con- 
front him with pending prohibition 
legislation in his last year as Gov- 
ernor of New York and on the eve 
of a Democratic national conven- 
tion.

JUDGE FARIS HAS GURE 
FOR BANKRUPTCY LOSS 


Appointment of Watchman In- 
stead of Receiver Announced 
to Prevent Expense. 


“A cure for the epidemic of ap- 
plications for appointment of re- 
ceivers in bankruptcy cases,” was 
anpounced today by Federal Judge 
Faris, as he reiterated a previously 
expressed Opinion that “in nine 
cases out-of 10 a receiver mere):” 
drains the assets of a bankrupt es- 
tate,” 

The “cure” lies in the appoint- 
ment of a watchman, at a small 
daily wage, to protect the assets 
of a bankrupt for the benefit of 
creditors. Heretofore in the ma. 
jority of bankruptcy cases, attor- 
neys have appeared to ask that a 
receiver be appointed for this pur- 
pose. The creditors have had to 
pay large fees to the receiver, and 
quite often, to the receiver’s at- 
torneys. * 

Involuntary bankruptcy petitions 
against the Anchor Lumber Co. 
and Mississippi Valley Lumber Co. 
came before Judge Faris today. At- 
torneys asked for appointment of 
receivers in each case, saying the 
Anchor company had $55,000 in 
lumber which needed _ protection, 
and the other firm had $47,000 in 
accounts which also needed watch- 
ing. 

Judge Faris denied a receiver 
for the Mississippi Valley Co. but 
appointed the United States Mar- 
shal as the “bare custodian’ of 
the Anchor Co.’s lumber. The 
Marshal in turn will hire a watch- 
man to guard the lumber.

Maj. Sinclair Explains How 
Woman Got Seat in 
Hinchliffe’s Plane.

LONDON, March 15. — Capt. 
Walter G. R.. Hinchliffe and the 
Hon, Elsie Mackay were the sole 
occupants of the Stinson-Detroiter 
plane Endeavour, which started 
a trans-Atlantic flight Tuesday. 

This became known definitely 
when Maj. Gordon Sinclair, close 
friend of Hinchliffe and whose 
whereabouts since the flight start- 
ed have been a mystery, appeared 
at Purley, the suburban home of 
the British war ace. He said that 
Miss Mackay was the only pas- 
senger on the plane. . 

Mrs. Hinchliffe welcomed Maj. 
Sinclair and his wife as compan- 
ions of her vigil. 

“The whole thing was rather
